TOKYO, Oct. 10 (AP)—South 
Koreans captured the prize east 
coast port and arsenal-industrial 
city of Wonsan today after sharp 
day-and-night street fighting. 

Only a mop-up job of wiping 
out Red snipers remained before 
Allied forces can start putting 
the harbor and airport into shape 
for operations. Port facilities 
were reported 50 per cent intact. 

To the southwest, Communist 
troops holed up in their prewar 
“defense” chain of log pillboxes 
and virtually stalled the Ameri- 
can First Cavalry troopers’ thrust 
across the thirty-eighth parallel 
near Kaesong on the road to the 
Red capital, Pyongyang. 

Strategic Hill Taken. 

(International News Service 
_Correspondent Bernard Kaplan, 
accompanying the First Cavalry 
forces north of the border, re- 
ported that the division's Eighth 
Regiment captured Hill 411, dom- 
inating a series of heights over- 
looking the Pyongyang road. 
Kaplan said the tank -paced 
| Eighth Regiment had pushed 
6000 yards (3.6 miles) north of 
the thirty-eighth parallel.) 

Seizure of Wonsan, a city of 
80,000, climaxed a lightning 
sweep of more than 100 road 
miles inte Red Korea since the 
South Korean Third Division 
crossed the border Oct. 1; South 
Korean Capital Division elements 
aided in the final siege. 

The Reds put up their first 
strong show of resistance just 
south of the city Monday. 

Allied warplanes blasted the 
Red strongpoints, and the South 
Koreans stormed through to the 
airfield just south of Wonsan be- 
fore dawn Tuesday. 

Street-by-Street Fight. 

Then the road-hardened South 
Koreans swept on into the city 
where the Reds fought street by 
street amid burning buildings. 

Seattered fighting continued 
throughout Tuesday in the port 
city, but the bulk of the Red 
defenders fled north and west. 

Wonsan is about 95 airline 
miles due east of Pyongyang. 

Correspondent Hal Boyle re- 
ported South Korean sources said 
their Third and Capital Division 
troops have fought clear through 
to Wonsan’s northern limits after 
capturing the airfield. 


The report said Red resistance 
in the city had.dwindled to ma- 
chine-gun, small-arms and occa- 
sional mortar fire. 

Correspondent William Jorden 
reported from Wonsan that the 
Reds fled before the South Ko- 
reans but turned back and put up 
a fight in the northern half. 

Reds Regroup in Center. 

Between the American and 
east coast battle areas Red forces, 
partly regrouped in two divi- 
sions, put up stiff resistance 
against South. Koreans driving 
northward in the center of the 
peninsula. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters said the biggest 
known concentration of Red Ko- 
rean troops was in the center of 
the peninsula about five miles 
north of the border. This would 
put the Red force between Hwa- 
chon and Yonchon.

This was 
that nearly 5000 Army “general 
prisoners”—the military term for 
former soldiers convicted by 
courts-martial and dishonorably 
discharged before starting their 
allotted confinement -— had aec- 
eepted Gen. MacArthur's offer of 
“a elean slate and a fresh start 
in the Army” if they would join 
in the Korean campaign. 

Latest Figure Given. 

“The number more probably is 
in the hundreds rather than the 
thousands,” one Army spokesman 
said. “The latest available report 
here on general prisoners in the 
Far East command was made last 
March 31 by an inspector from 
the provost marshal general’s of- 
fice. It showed,a total of only 
1041 men in the Eighth Army 
stockade, which serves as @ cen- 
tral prison for all convicted sol- 
dier-offenders in the Far Eastern 
theater.” 

Army spokesmen said the prac- 
tice of “forgiving” general pris- 
oners and giving them e@ chance 
to redeem their records in com- 
bat was “fairly common” and 
had been resorted to both in 
Furope and in the Pacifie during 
World War II. In neither of these 
eases, they said, was the military 
need as urgent as Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s had been in the 
conflict.

The telegram from the Defense 
Department said Lt. Sebacher 
was killed in action Sept. 5, the 
day he was reported missing.

Marshall Calls for U.M.T. 


In a message read on the con- 
vention floor, Secretary of De- 
fense Marshall urged the legion 
to help “overcome the vigorous 
opposition of small minorities” | 
opposed to universal military 
training. 

“We must not give way to the 
heavy pressures to relax our 
Vigilance or emasculate our 
strength,” he declared. 

“I hope that the American peo- 
ple will recognize this urgent 
need and adopt universal training 
as a national policy.” 

Maj. Gen. William Donovan, 
commander of the Office of Stra- 
tegic Services in World War II, 
described this nation’s prepared- 
ness program as “an effort to 
compel Stalin to a peace—the 
only kind of peace we can get to- 
day, a peace by compulsion in the 
face of our strength and power.” 

He said the people in the 
Orient and the West realize, as 
a result of the Korean war, “that 
in the Far East at least, the time 
table of Soviet conquest has been 
gummed up.” 

Louis Budenz, former editor of 
the Communists’ Daily Worker 
and now a Fordham University 
professor, said recognition of Red 
China would be “a tragic blow to 
American security.” 


Ex-Secretary Johnson Speaks. 


Former Defense Secretary 
Louis Johnson said in a speech 
that Russia made a tactical error 
in selecting Korea as a site for 
armed Communist aggression. 

“Had North Korea realized that 
in 100 days we would wreck the 
Military machine it had taken 
more than four years to build, it 
might have been deterred from 
aggression,” Johnson said.

| U.S. Pins Its Long-Range Hopes for 
| Peace on the United Nations and Its 
‘Consensus of Moral Judgment.’

| O transform the pioneer international society of today into an 
orderly community of free nations: that is our long-range pur- 
pose. The community idea is thousands of years old in the mind 
of man, but it is just being born in the minds of nations. To bring 
an international community into existence may be the work of. 
generations. But we have made a beginning. Sheer necessity might 


hurry up the process. 

A community has to have both 
a political anid an economic basis. 
Even more important, it has to 
have a moral basis. Certain fun- 
damental standards of decency 
and behavior have to be under- 
stood and accepted by the ma- 
jority of its mémbers before you 
can have a successful community. 
The majority must not only up- 
hold those standards but insist 
upon their being upheld. What 
has been called “a consensus of 
moral judgment” is the founda- 
tion of law and order and the 
beginning of real community life.

Security was uppermost in the 
minds of those who wrote the 
Charter of the United Nations. 
“To save succeeding generations 
from the scourge of war” was the 
universal hope of the 51 peoples 
represented at the San Francisco 
Conference. All of them were en- 
gaged in a terrible war. They 
centered their hope for peace in 
a United Nations. ° 

Because the world is not at 
peace, because the threat of war 
is still very much with us, the 
United Nations is blamed for not 
doing its job of maintaining the 
peace and security of its mem- 
bers. 
Power Seriously Limited. 


The 5-year record of the United 
Nations shows that it can discour- 


age a ion. It can promote 
limited 


Russia’s Repeated Violations. 

But far more damaging to the 
United Nations has been the open, 
repeated violation of the letter 
and spirit of the Charter by one 
of its most powerful members, 
the Soviet Union. Every nation 
that signed the Charter promised 
solemnly to refrain “from the 
threat or use of force against the 
territorial. integrity or political 


ndence of any state.” With 
om edge in its ears, 
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the independence of i 
It played a considerable part 
in helping Korea, Indonesia, 
and Israel to establish their 
national independence. 

In all these difficult tests of 
its strength, the United Nations 
has been fortified by the full, 
consistent support of the United 
States. It has enjoyed the solid 
moral backing of American 
public opinion. 


However, American backing has 
been cnly one of the plus factors. 
On every clear issue a solid pha- 
lanx of public opinion of the 
whole free world has stood by the 
| United Nations. The Soviet prop- 
_aganda engine interprets this as 
proof that the capitalist world is 
in league against the Communist 
“democracies.” The truth is that 
the freepeoples are against ag- 
| gression. They are against the 

use of threat and terrcr. They 
are against the old power game. 


U.N. Action on Korea. 


The “moral consensus” rose to 
a new level of power with the re- 
action of the United Nations to 
the invasion of South Korea in 
June 1950. Within 24 hcurs of 
the Communist attack, the Secur- 
ity Council had called upon the 


North Koreans to cease hostilities 


and withdraw their forces. 


Within 3 days, the Security 
Council had recommended that 
United Nations members help 
South Korea repel the attack. 


Within 2 weeks of the Commu- 
nist attack, 47 member nations 
and 2 nonmembers had declared 
their full support of United Na- 
tions action against the aggressor. 
In the same period, 7 nations 
came forward with milftary con- 
tingents to make the fighting 


jforce in Korea a United Nations 


force, under’ a United Nations 


flag. 

Within 2 months, offers of con- 
erete help had come from 90 na- 
tions. In some cases, these offers 
represented a hard and courage- 
ous choice. It meant that small 
nations living in the shadow of 
Soviet power decided to stand up 
— be counted for the rule of 

w. 


Long-range Hopes on U.N. 

In the light of all this expe- 
rience, with all it discouraging 
and sobering aspects, the United 
States continues to put its long- 
range hopes for a peaceful and 
secure world order in the United 
Nations. 

We center our hopes in the 
United Nations not only because 
its social and economic bodies are 
doing valuable pioneer work in 
international cooperation; not 
only because its related agencies, 
such as the World Health and 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tions, have a tremendous. human- 
itarian job to do; not only be- 
cause we are interested in promo- 
ting human rights and freedom 
of information. The United States 
supports the United Nations for 
all these reasons and also ‘for 
practical security reasons. 

We realize that our security 
consists in a combination of 
many things. It consists in hav- 
ing superior military and econ- 
omic power on the side of law 
and order. It depends on strong 
and free allies. And it depends 
also on the good will, the re- 
spect, the confidence and the 
moral support of decent people 
everywhere. ~° 

We know of no better way of 
informing world opinion, of 
arousing and mobilizing it in de- 
fense of peace, than through the 
United Nations. That is why the 
United Nations is necessary to 
our security, just as our support 
is necessary to its healthy devel- 
opment.

Berlin Mayor Predicts Russians 
Will Leave Germany, Austria 


Says West Will Have to Unite in Telling 
Soviet Union to Withdraw — Convinced 
War Won’t Be Necessary. .

AYOR ERNST REUTER predicted in an interview yesterday 
that the Soviet Union eventually would withdraw its troops 


from Germany and Austria. 


He said the time would come when the West must unite in 
telling the Russians they must pull out their occupation army. 
Some face-saving device would be necessary, he added, but he was 
eonvinced they would go peacefully and that a war would not be 


necessary to end the division of 


Reuter, who is the elected 
Mayor of Berlin, but has juris- 
diction only over the western 
sector of the city, asked, “do 
you believe the Russians will stay 
permanently in Austria? They 
are obliged to give Austria a 
peace treaty. The West must 
tell them to withdraw and—you 
will see—they will withdraw.” 

Nor could the Russians stay 
indefinitely in central Germany, 
he predicted. “Don’t forget that 
they are only 30 kilometers from 
Kassel. Their biggest advantage 
is that the West -does not yet 
know its own strength.” » 

Cites Example of Korea. 

Reuter cited the example of 
Korea to show what the Rus- 
sians did when the West took a 
firm stand. “They will not do 
anything about the crossing of 
the thirty-eighth parallel,” he pre- 
dicted. “The Chinese Com- 
munists will open their mouths a 
bit wider, but won’t do anything 
except yap yap.” 

Until the -Russians do leave, 
Reuter said, the problem of un- 
employment in Berlin cannot be 
completely solved. Nevertheless, 
the situaton would improve be- 
cause production is increasing. 
“It is three or four times higher 
than it was a year ago,” he said. 

Although the official unemploy- 
ment figure ‘is 290,000, about 
170,000 of these are women, most 
of whom will disappear from the 
rolls once they are included in 
the social security and old age 
pension program of the western 
German republic. He estimated 
there is a genuine unemploy- 
ment of 200,000 and that this can 
be reduced to 100,000. That hard 
core would remain until “those 
gentlemen take their leave,” 
meaning the Russians.

It was true, he said, that many 
West Berliners took advantage of 
the favorable exchange rate (five 
East marks for one West mark) 
to buy bread and some other 
foods in Eastern Berlin. Yet, de- 
spite this difference, many East 
Berliners bought their clothing 
in the West. The East German 
government could always manip- 
ulate its prices to undersell the 
West for a time, but could not 
keep this up because the stores 
would be bought out. “It would 
be an advantage for us,” he said, 
“if the difference between the 
two rates became smaller.” 

The recovery of West Berlin 
was delayed by the blockade, 
Mayor Reuter explained, and be- 
gan nearly a year later than in 
Western Germany. Therefore, 
production costs were 20 to 25 
per cent higher here a year ago 
than in the federal republic. 

“Representatives of Berlin in- 
dustry wanted us to subsidize 
them but we refused to do it be- 
cause we were determined to 
force them to become competi- 
tive. As a result, there was a 
painful adjustment period and 
some increase in unemployment 
but now Berlin industry is on 
a sound basis.”

That the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
been tapping telephone lines is not exactly news. 
But it is disturbing to hear Attorney General 
McGrath say that it does so with his express 
permission, even if only in special cases. It is 
more disturbing to hear that he wants Congress 
to legalize thé use of evidence obtained - in 
this way. 

‘ This proposal; according to a report from 
Washington, has been made in an informal way 
to a Senate subcommittee which is investigating 
some very nasty charges of wiretapping in the 
national capital. It has heard reports that the

A ‘little more than a year ago, there also was 
an expose of scandalous wiretapping in New 
York. And it is an old story to the police of 
many other cities. 

The Attorney General] is said to have made 
his suggestion by way of testing public senti- 
ment. We trust that sentiment will be very 
definitely negative. We are not unaware that 
wiretapping may be helpful in the detection 
of criminal plots. But the possibilities of abuse 
weigh heavily against such occasional useful- 
ness. The story of wiretapping all too often is 
a story of unholy schemes operated by confi- 
dence men, shake-down artists and police offi- 
cers on all too friendly terms with the under- 
world. 

Attorney General McGrath and the F.B.I., of 
eourse, have no such designs. But they show 
too little respect for the right of privacy which, 
after all, is part of the keystone of American 
liberty. The United States is not a police state. 
A man’s home still is his castle. He should not 
go in fear of spying eyes and eavesdropping ears. 


Both the Congress and the Supreme Court 
have spoken out against wiretapping, but the 
Department of Justice has kept up an inter- 
mittent campaign to have it sanctioned. Attor- 
ney-General Clark, for example, suggested legis- 
lation along the lines of that now sought by 
Attorney-General McGrath. But we trust that 
Congress will not yield—even ‘in this day of 
hysterical spy-hunting. 

We doubt that a tapped wire will yield much 
evidence that cannot be gained by better police 
work. And we believe that wiretapping still 
is, in Justice Holmes’ words, a resin business.”

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Two Ifs and a Transit Pass 

However much St. Louis bus and streetear 
patrons want restoration of a weekly transit 
pass, proposals soon to be made before the 
State Public Service Commission are com- 
pounded with two big ifs. 

The first question is what the standard transit 
fare will be. Roy F. Reed, chief rate expert for 
the commission, says he will propose two types 
of passes. One would be a 90-cent pass with 
an additional 5-cent fare for each ride. This 
would mean an expense of $1.40 for 10 rides 
a week, which is 20 cents more than the cost 
of 10 rides at the present 12-cent fare. 

Such a pass would be economical for normal 
commutation only if the fare were increased 
to 15 cents, as the Public Service Co. requests. 
But is the commission prepared to grant a flat 
3-cent fare increase at this tithe? The com- 
pany’s appeal is based on an assumption of 
wage increases, though it still has not reached 
a new wage agreement with its employes. 

Wages are an essential part of operating 
costs. These in turn must be figured into any 
equitable utility rate schedule. Hence Mayor 
Darst has made the logical proposal to the 
commission that it, postpone its fare decision, 
pending a wage settlement. 

What the issue comes to is that a reasonable 
price for a weekly transit pass cannot be esti- 
mated until the basic fares are known, and a 
reasonable base fare cannot be fixed until the 
wage costs are known. The Public Service Com- 
mission undoubtedly will want to go slow in 
arriving at its decision.

The City of St. Louis is now legally free to 
build off-street parking facilities wherever and 
whenever they are needed, and obviously they 
are needed in downtown St. Louis right now. 

In a unanimous decision, the Missouri Su- 
preme Court upheld the right of St. Louis and 
Kansas City to condemm property and to build, 
lease or operate parking lots and garages. The 
St. Louis law was passed last November, it 
became effective last March, and in the months 
between the parking jam has grown. 

Ten months ago the city found that 94,000 
cars were driven each day to downtown St. 
Louis, where there were only 22,000 parking 
spaces. Eleven months ago Mayor Darst stated 
that the city would take immediate action.

The net result of these considerations 
has been to convince us that the United 
States simply cannot take the chance of 
facing future warfare without large reserves 
of men trained and disciplined in the use 
of weapons and in the techniques of war- 
fare. 

In the light of what has happened in bloody 
Korea, these words stand forth to reproach 
the country which rejected a prudent and 
relatively inexpensive investment. Surely the 
lesson has now been learned and soon will be 


applied.

Secretary of State Acheson, in accepting the 
Freedom House award, said that public life in 
America “is no place for any one who is thin- 
skinned.” 

The Secretary ought to know. He has taken 
so much abuse that he has come to accept it as 
part of his job. Indeed, he says that he now 
finds understanding and support to be the more 
unnerving experience. 

What Mr. Acheson did not say is that in 
order to stand up to the kind of assault he has 
suffered one needs more than a thick skin. There 
are plenty of tough exteriors in Washington, but 
not all of them conceal what Mr. Acheson has 
—an inner fortitude based on strong personal 
convictions. 

It is for his inner strength and not for his 
tough skin that the Secretary of State is held 
in high respect.

Not for the Police Alone 


Juvenile delinquency is one of those social 
problems, especially prevalent in cities, which 
draw forth considerably more talk than action. 
Almost everybody is deeply shocked by a young- 
ster’s wrongdoing. In the back of most minds, 


there is a feeling that society may be more to 


blame than the offender. Yet this feeling does 
not often deepen into genuine responsibility. 
In 1943, the St. Louis Police Department de- 
cided to do something. The Crime Prevention 
Division was set up. It brought about closer 
contacts between the police and potential juve- 
nile offenders. This was a definite gain. Yet 
the department was not altogether satisfied. 
The result was a request to the Governmental 
Research Institute for help. The institute’s re- 


port is now at hand. 


It represents a careful study of the problem, 
together with 15 specific recommendations. We 
are especially impressed by the suggestion that 
the Police Department shouid hire a qualified 
social worker as a consultant to the Crime 
Prevention Division. Not only would this help 
the police in turning to other agencies for aid, 
but it would also give them a more professional 
approach to their job. Most of the police offi- 
cers assigned to this work have shown great 
enthusiasm and considerable skill, but expert 
guidance ought to improve results. 

Equally valuable is the suggestion for the 
organization of “a permanent community com- 
mittee for the prevention of juvenile delin- 
It is recognized, of course, that de- 
linguency is by no means exclusively a police 
problem. A committee which brought all inter-

The in-service training course suggested for 
all personnel of the Crime Prevention Division 
also could help a great deal to put the work on 
a more effective level. 

We feel sure that these and the other recom- 
mendations will receive the careful attention of 
the police board.

THE INJUSTICE COLLECTORS, by Louls Auchincless. 

(Heugten Mifflin, $2.50.) 

Louis Auchincloss, who is a lawyer as 
well as writer, has gathered a group of 
his short stories together under the rather 
oppressive title, “The Injustice Collectors.” 
The title explains a lot, not because of its 
legal implications but because of its special 
psycholegical meaning. It is a term used 
by Dr. Edmund Bergler to describe the 
kind of masochist who obtains pleasure 
from the injustice which he contrives to 
have society heap upon 

Mr. Auchincloss extends the meaning of 
the term into a dubious philosophy. He 
asks, “Is not the neurotic or the malad- 
justed or the unconventional or even the 
saint in some fashion the magnet that at- 
tracts-the very disaster that he may ap- 
pear to be seeking to avoid?”

‘so much more directly than the 
United States the crushing im- 
‘pact of two terrible wars. 

Last week the British Treasury 
announced gold and dollar re- 
serves at two and three-fourths 
billions, the highest figure reached 
since the end of the war. This 
iis attributable to many causes, of 
which the Marshall plan probably 
is the first and foremost. 


| Peace With Honor. 


| But British austerity, plus the 
effects of the devaluation of the 
‘pound, certainly had a lot to do 
with it. 

It has been a painful process 
which a new war would wipe out 
at a single stroke. and the oppor- 
tunity might never come again to 
rebuild an economy in which at 
‘least some measure of freedom 
was retained. This helps to 
explain a certain amount of foot- 
dragging and reluctance on re- 
armament. 

But these psychological factors 
cannot be ignored in calculating 
policy and weighing the costs and

THAT 1S, IT IS GAY, rowdy, iconoclastic and 
there isn’t a serious thought in it. There are no 
notes of social criticism as there are in “South 
Pacific,” no tragedy as in “Carousel” and nothing 
even remotely resembling ballet. It is an art at 
which American composers and authors excelled 
and it’s awfully pleasant to see one again after 
s0 many years of the more somber musical

sive in recent stage history. Besides Porter, who. 


turned out one of his best scores, the list in- 
cludes Guy Bolton, P. G. Wodehouse, Russel 
Crouse and Howard Lindsay.

BILLY LYNN WAS no substitute for Victor 
“Moore as Marty Moon, Public Enemy No. 13. 
But there simply aren’t any substitutes for Moore 
and Lynn must have seemed adequate to anyone 
who hadn’t seen Moore in the original. Much of 
the topical humor of, 1934 didn’t stand up very 
well in 1950. Public Enemy No. 13, for example, 
doesn’t mean half as much to a World War- 
minded public as it did to one whose memories 
of John Dillinger were still fresh.

Fix It Yourself. Happily Ever After

LOT of the homes they are 
building today don’t have 
basements. This might be a 

good thing if someone took the 
necessary precautions to make 
certain that the first floor would- 
n't be stone cold eight months 
of the year. Usually they don’t. 
Now here is what you can do 
about it. 

First, slip in under the floor 
and fill the spaces between the 
floor joists with insulation. The 
same sort of insulation'can be 
used here as is used for the walls 
and roof, 

If you live where the winters 
are very severe it’s also wise to 
build up a curtain wall of mason- 
ry around the edges of the build- 
ing so that the area under the 
floor is enclosed. Leave open- 
ings at each end of this wail for 
ventilation. 

The wall of masonry will pre- 
vent cold winds blowing under 
the floor and chilling it off. While 
the curtain wall is not going to 
support the house in any way, it 
must extend deep enough in the 
ground so that it is below the 
frost line. If it doesn’t, it’s go- 
ing to heave up and cause all 
sorts of trouble.

CARLINVILLE, Iil., Oct. 10. 

LACKBURN COLLEGE in late 

September was getting started 

on its ninety-fourth year under 
its program of study, work and 
play. The study and play would 
take care of themselves as in any 
other well managed school but 
this was a place where the stu- 
dents worked their way through 
and that called for some planning. 
So President Robert Phillips 
Ludlum called in the Student 
Work Committee and the faculty 
advisers. What were the things 
that needed to be done in ad- 
dition to the regular chores of 
maintenance, janitoring, cooking, 
laundering and the like’ 

That is how it happens that 
students of Blackburn early in 
the semester, along with their 


study and play, are laying con- 


crete sidewalks, taking up an un- 
used roadway and using the ma- 
terial for a parking lot, tearing 
down a shed and moving a tem- 
porary storage building and re- 
modeling it for a music building. 
It will have to be painted, too. 
That is what it means to get an 
education at Blackburn. 

It was not like that when the 
college opened. The Rev. Gideon 
Blackburn, who started it, was 
interested in training young men 


for the Presbyterian ministry. It

didn’t do any too well until Dr. 
William M. Hudson was persuaded 
in 1912 to become president. The 
following year he started the self- 
help program. 


The origin of the plan was 
purely economic, to make possible 
a college education for young 
people of limited means who were 
willing to work their way through, 
but it became something more 
than that. It was in time inte- 
grated with the educational pro- 
gram. While the work program 
is not directly vocational train- 
ing, students do learn how to do 
things and are prepared to adjust 
themselves to the democratic way 
of life. 

Student labor is used at Black- 
burn for maintenance and opera- 
tion and a major part of new con- 
struction. There are no indus- 
tries. The work comes under the 
head of what might be called in- 
stitutional housekeeping, includ- 
ing maintenance and extension.

Every regular student has a part 
in the program. The men do the 
heavy work and the women cook, 
serve meals, wash dishes, work in 
the laundry, do light maintenance 
work, operate the bookstore, as- 
sist in laboratories, serve as stu- 
dent assistants in the library, 
serve as secretaries to faculty 
members and college officers and 
as receptionists. 

There is a Student Work Com- 
mittee, with faculty advisers, to 
assign tasks and see that they are 
performed, with assignment to 
heavier work as the penalty for 
laxness. 

The plan is based on 15 hours 
of work for each student each 
week. The work of every student 
is judged and graded by the stu- 
dent head of the department to 
which he is assigned. Honors for 
superior work are awarded at the 
annual honors dinner and are 
highly regarded. The responsi- 
bility assumed by the students 
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COMBINATION DORMITORY, 


and their efficiency is reflected 
in the cleanliness and good ap- 
pearance of the buildings and 
grounds, 

Work comes first in everything 
except the schedule of classes. 
Schedules of campus organiza- 
tions and activities have to be 
adjusted to the work program. 
Weekend absences from the cam- 
pus are granted only when the 
student’s work schedule will not 
be disturbed and not more than 
four such permissions are granted 
during a semester. 

It is claimed for the work- 
study plan of the college that it 
not only educates but trains for 
democratic citizenship. It is the 
aim to provide experience in 
democratic community life in 
every area of the student’s living. 

From 1918 to 1947 Blackburn 
was only a two-year junior col- 
lege. With the opening of the 
academic year of 1947-48 the 
junior year was added and the

HE buildings at the college 

are three residence halls, the 

administration building, library 
and chapel, gymnasium, science 
hall and the president’s residence. 
There are also six faculty homes. 
There are 35 on the faculty, of 
whom 11 are women. The insti- 
tution is under the control of the 
Presbyterian church through a 
board of trustees approved by the 
Synod of Iilinois. The newest 
building is the Jones-Allison com- 
bination dormitory, home _ eco- 
nomics and dining hall, gift of the 
late George Jones of Chicago and 
his daughter, Mrs. Ruth Allison, 
built at a cost of $500,000 and 
dedicated last November. 

At the head of the institution 
now is Dr. Robert Phillips Lud- 
lum, 40 years old, who came in 
June 1949, succeeding Dr. Robert 
W. McEwen, who went to Hamil- 
ton College, Clinton, N. Y. Dr. 
Ludlum before coming here was 
vice president of Antioch College 
at Yellow Springs, O. Before that 
he was secretary of the American 
Association of University Pro- 
fessors. Dr. Hudson, who origi- 
nated the work plan, is emeritus 
president and still lives in Car- 
linville.

West, who was well acquainted 
with South’s style, “believed” the 
six-club cue-bid South had made, 
and rather than open that suit, 
tried the desperation lead of the 
spade nine, even though South 
had also bid spades. (West felt 
that North was certainly prepared 
for a lead of the unbid suit, 
hearts.) 

The spade queen won the first 
trick, and declarer ruffed a club. 
He led to the diamond nine and 
ruffed another club; then used 
the diamond jack as entry for 
a third club ruff. 

Now, reduced to one trump, 
South led a heart to the ace and 
ruffed the last club, but West 
hastily discarded his remaining 
spade, and South could not return 
to dummy to draw West’s trump. 
When he tried to do so, by lead- 
ing a spade, West ruffed and re- 
turned a heart, and South was 
down two tricks! 

South’s general plan of play 
was perfect, but he overlooked 


the one crucial point. East had. . 


overcalled the opening no-trump 
bid, and certainly might hold a 
six-card. club suit. Thus, West 
might be able to get rid of a 
card on the fourth round of clubs 
—and that card might well be a 
spade! Before going over to dum- 
my’s heart ace, it was vital that 
South should first make use of 
dummy’s second spade entry! 
Then, after ruffing away the last 
club, it would be safe to lead the 
heart ace, draw West's remaining 
trump (South discarding a heart), 
and claim the last tricks with 
spades.
